Little, now, is really left of the old International 
Sunday School: Association which did such a great 
work for ‘North America’s Sunday-schools. during the 


past two generations. - In 1922 it was merged, together 
with the Sunday School Council of Evangelical De- 
nominations,*. into the International Sunday School 
Council of Religious Education. _The Convention 
which took: this action, at Kansas City, recommended 
by an overwhelming vote the use of the word “Chris- 
tian” instead of “Religious” in the name of. the new 
-merger. A few weeks ago the Executive Committee 
of the new organization, in. annual meeting in Chi- 
cago, not only rejected the recommendation and the 
word “Christian,” but decided also to drop the term 
“Sunday-school.” This motion was carried by a large 
majority, and immediately made unanimous. All that

Hattori San’s Discovery 


Most people who are going down into eeenel 
death do not yet know it. It is a blessing when a 
lost soul discovers that he is lost—if he discovers 
it in time. A Japanese young man, Hattori San, who 
was a student in the Commercial School in Ogaki, 
tells how he made the discovery. As a boy, growing 
up, he was going from bad to worse, and was gaining 
a reputation as a “bad student” in the school, always 
quarreling. One day he was grappling in a-fight in 
the classroom with a fellow student, when a Japanese 
Christian teacher entered the room. Instead of tak- 


ing up the secular lesson of the hour, the teacher be- 
gan telling those two boys about sin ‘and salvation, and 
how he himself had been saved. Young Hattori San 
writes: “My teacher was really the first messenger 
God sent to convert me. From that hour I began to 
feel uneasy. I began to dread myself. Then many 


‘questions rose in my mind, and I could not sit still. 


I was like a sick person who suddenly knows that he 
is dying.” In this frame of mind the young man went 
to the tent meetings of the Ogaki Tent Mission, con- 
ducted just then by Mr. James Cuthbertson of the 
Japan Evangelistic. Band (now in America as Secre- 
tary of the work in the United States and Canada), 
and speedily he was found of Christ and was saved. 
“That night I could go to bed with a strange joy and 
smile. .. . I forgot my past sinful life, defiled by 
drinking and passion. My violent heart changed to be 
tender. . . . Yes, I am saved now. Oh, what a great 
value, what a great power, the Lord Jesus Christ has!” 
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‘Did God Speak ? 


If God ever really spoke, he made no mistake 
in what he said. Any Modernist would admit that. 
But the Modernist denies that, in the writings which 
constitute the Bible, the words were literally God's 
words,. They say that the writers of the Bible were 
inspired, but that other great writers also have been 
inspired. Dr. Gaebelein’s magazine, Our Hope, makes 
an interesting point: in this connection. It states that 
such phrases as “God said,” “the Lord spake,” and the 

, occur in thé Old Testament 2,600 times, and sim- 
ilar ness, including, “it is written,” occur: in the 
New. Testament..525 times; thus the Holy, Scriptures 
declare 3,125 tir at God ‘was speaking in its words. 

er great writers in the field either of literature 


‘or Of religion make that claim— that “the word of the 


rd came to me,” or the like? They do not. They 
were honest men, and they knew that they would have 
lied if they had said that. What, then, about the 
claims of the writers ‘of the Bible? Either they spoke 
the truth, and were supernaturally ernpowered by the 
Holy Spirit” to write God’s own words; or they were 
beneath the standard of the leading writers of other 
literature, and were dishonest as uninspired writers 
are not. In other words, either the Bible is what it 
claims to be, a book of God's own words, and there- 
fore infallible and inerrant; or it is beneath our rec- 
ognition and is not to be classed with ordinarily de- 
pendable literature. The Spirit-illumined Christian 
has no doubt as to which alternative is the truth. 


Faith and the Promises 


They form one of its most important features. 

Some readers have counted them and reported 
the number in exact figures. They are a source of 
‘boundless comfort to the Christian and differentiate 
‘his religion from all others; for while promises -of 
some sort form a part of most systems of belief, 
they are few in number, often enigmatical or ambig- 
uous, and usually trivial. On the other hand the Chris- 
tian’s assurances are clearly expressed, unequivocally 
stated, found real when tested, suited to him for al: 
occasions, and accompany him from his new, or spir- 
itual, birth beyond the confines of time into the glories 
of eternity. The study of them therefore should be 
‘profitable and inspiring. 

Perhaps the first fact to be noted in connection 
with Bible promises is that they are divided into two 
general classes —conditional .and unconditional, the 
difference between the two being readily determined 
by ‘reference to the context. Much. depends upon 
recognizing this. distinction, as the Word of God is 
not fairly treated unless this is done. 

As an example of unconditional promises may be 
cited that given to Abram and his descendants, found 
in Genesis 12:1-3. It is altogether of God’s grace, 
no conditions as to human faithfulness being appended, 
so that with all Israel’s disobedience and sin they still 
retain this promise. They have often lost their bless- 
ings, but the promise itself has never been taken from 
them.

Ti Bible is pre-eminently a Book of Promises. 


The riext item of importance is to understand, What 
has been promised; To whom the promise is made, 
When‘ and why it is given, and When it is to be 
fulfilled. 

This premise holds true in full accord with that 
vital. passage, “For all the promises of God in him 
are yea, and in him-Amen, unto the glory of God by 
us” (2 Cor. 1:20). Christ is the Guaranty, as he is 
also the Fulfilment, of all God’s promises. This es- 
tablished, their value gives them circulation at par, 
as there is no possibility of lapse, default, or repudi- 
ation. Nevertheless, intelligent appropriation requires 
attention to the queries named. 

Each promise, of all the thousands, -will be re- 
deemed as God has given it, without the deviation of 
a hair line, but not otherwise; which being the case 
it is only fair to God to note reverently the particulars 
referred to. For instance, Canaan was promised to 
Abraham’s’ seed, but Israel is not yet in possession; 
centuries have intervened, during which there seemed 
not the remotest hope of fulfilment, and yet every 
faithful heart believes the realization is sure. 

Another point of great interest is that the prom- 
ises to Israel differ in, character from those given 
to the Church. The former (to Israel) are, in the 
main, material — involving such things as land, riches, 
earthly goods, and. distinction; while those to believers 
in the New Testament age are spiritual in their 
import. A _ striking. corroboration of this last state- 
ment is found in Peter’s declaratidn, “Whereby are 
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given unto us exceeding great and precious promises: 
that by these ye might be partakers of the divine 
nature, having escaped the corruption that is in the 
world through lust” (2 Peter 1:4). 

It is our becoming more like Christ that is ever 
in view in the New Testament teachings in this age 
of grace. Attention to this, —that is, the spiritual 
nature of the believers’ promises, — will save much 
misunderstanding and solve many difficulties, thus 
— intelligent comprehension and strengthening 
aith. 

When Spurgeon was asked how he prayed, he an- 
swered, “I find a promise and plead that.” . It is an 
excellent method, provided the pleader has first made 
sure that the promise is really for him. 

“Faith” to many seems to be somewhat like a charm 
with which to conjure, and they take the realization 
of their temporal desires as so many tokens that God 
is especially pleased with them. , - 

There is a strong trend in modern thinking, even 
among Christians, to look upon temporal prosperity as 
the sum of all good, and they who are thus influenced 
congratulate themselves upon its possession as, a 
crowning mark of divine favor. 

But by reference to the eleventh chapter of He- 
brews it will be seen how carefully God safeguards 
his promises, so that no matter what the sequel he 
cannot be condemned. In that chapter his sovereign 
will is seen in operation in a remarkable contrast, .for 
in verse 35 only a semicolon separates the account. of 
the miraculous deliverance from persecution and deat 
of many saints from the record of horrible cruelties 
and painful deaths which were allowed to come upon 
others who were equally true and dear to God. 
“Women received their dead raised to life again: 
and others were tortured, not accepting deliverance.; 
that ed might obtain a better restirrection” (Heb. 
11538). 

In the sixth chapter of Hebrews, beginning withthe 
seventeenth verse, is found a sublime passage that is 
an illuminating exposition of the nature of the Di- 
vine promises for this age, therein it is stated that 
God's counsel (promise) is even confirmed by his 
oath to make it doubly sure, but the whole import of 
what he so strongly establishes is entirely spiritual — 
no temporal blessings are even hinted. Certainly God 
gives his children material things, —to some more, to 
others less, — but in all cases these are over and above 
what he has promised. More definitely are promised 
hardship, tribulation and persecution; but, thank God, 
accompanying these are other promises that make the 
believer more than equal to bear all that is allowed to 
come upon him. Some one has written: “There is no 
morning on which we can arise and go forth in the 
world, and say, ‘No enemy will come against me to- 
day.’ There is no night in which we can retire from 
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the world, and think to find safety in the solitude 
of our own chambers, and say, ‘No evil can enter 
here.’” True, yet whatever befall us by day or by 
night we can appropriate to our comfort, “Lo, I am 
with you alway.” In beautiful poetical form has this 
truth also been given: 


“God hath not promised skies always blue, 
Flower-strewn pathway all our lives through; 
God hath not promised sun without rain, 
Joy without sorrow, peace without pain. 
“But God hath promised strength for the day, 
Rest for the labor, light for the way, 

Grace for the trials, help from above, 
Unfailing sympathy, undying love.” 


What can equal these promises? “I will never 
leave thee, nor forsake thee’; “But my God shall 
supply ail your need according to his riches in glory by 
Christ Jesus.” 

The believer has not advanced far in Christian ex- 
perience who does not know that submission to the 
will of God is the apex of faith. This is the lesson 
of Géthsemane, than which there is nothing more im- 
portant‘ for the Christian to learn: “Nevertheless not 
as I will, but as thou wilt,” is the underlying attitude 
of the believer as to every desire and every promise. 


‘gt Jolin 5:14 is the key to such passages as John 14: 


13: and Matthew 18: 10. 

Appropriate here is the following from the pen of 
another: “Faith in prayer may bé presumptuous and 
clamorous; it may present ultimatums to the Almighty 
demanding his acquiescence; it may try to make of 
prayer a magic demand on God. But prayer in faith 
asks everything in entire submission to the will of 
God. It desires never to force its wish on the Eternal 
Purpose, but .always to align its wish with that Pur- 
pose,” 

In this spirit of submission the Christian is inspired 
to endure all things and so become a shining example 
of the power of faith. Equipped with it he is enabled 
to. mount’ on eagles’ wings to communion with God 
with an unshakable confidence, as the triumphant end 
of myriads of suffering lives has proven. 

Shall we pray? Assuredly —without ceasing and 
about everything; but always in keeping with God’s 
plain directions to us, otherwise there will be dis- 
appointment, while accord with his promises will 
bring joy unspeakable and full of ‘glory. 


“Pray! though the gift you ask for 
May never comfort your fears, 
May never repay your pleading, 
( Yet pray, and with hopeful tears. 
An answer—not that you long for, 
But diviner — will come some day; 
Your eyes are too dim to see it, 
Yet strive and wait and pray!” 





Barnabas and Mark 


It would be a great favor to me if, in your Notes 
on Open Letters, you would explain a comment made 
by Dr. Griffith Thomas in one of his lesson articles 
when we were studying John Mark, last September. 
Dr. Thomas wrote concerning Mark: “Of his father we 
know nothing, but Barnabas was his cousin (not 
uncle).” . ‘ 

Colossians 4:10 seems to me to state clearly that 
we (Marcus) was Barnabas’ nephew.—An Oregon.

The Authorized Version of Colossians 4:10 records 
a statement concerning “Marcus, sister’s son to Bar- 
nabas.” Naturally, from this version, one would “un- 
derstand with the Oregon reader that Mark was ‘a 
nephew of Barnabas. But the best commentators, in- 
cluding Lightfoot, agree that the Greek word in that 
verse, anepsios, is more correctly rendered “cousin’”’ 
than “nephew.” The American Standard Revision 
thus reads, “Mark, the cousin of Barnabas.” 
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The Time-Reckoning of 
Our Lord’s Crucifixion 


The Holy Spirit speaking through Mark says of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, “It was the third hour,’and théy 
erucified him” (Mark 15:25). But speaking through 
John he says, “It was... about the sixth hour” when’ 
Pilate “saith unto the Jews, Behold your Kingi”..and 
after this, “delivered he him therefore unto them to 
be crucified” (John ro : 14-16), 


There is apparently a discrepancy between Mark 


and John if they are both reckoning time in the same — 


way. Evidently Mark is using the old Jewish method, 
beginning the first hour of the day at evening, which 


we would call the sixth hour, while we begin our day 
at midnight. 


John says elsewhere, “It was about the sixth hour” 
when our Lord met the woman of Samaria at Jacob’s 
well. When Eliezer Abraham’s servant met Rebekah 
at Nahor, “he made his camels to kneel down without 
the city by a well of water at the time of the evening, 


even the time that women go out to draw water” (Gen. 
24:11). The time to water was again mentioned by 
‘Jacob before he met Rachel, “Lo, it is yet high day, 
‘neither is it time that the cattle should be gathered 
together: water ye the sheep’ (Gen. 29:7). Customs 
seldom change in the East. It was “evening,” “about 
the. sixth hour,” when our Lord met the woman of 
Samaria at Jacob’s well. Evidently John is reckoning 
time just as we do. 
Thus the apparent discrepancy vanishes. The sixth 
hour John mentions when Pilate “saith unto the Jews, 
Behold your King!” was, six o’clock in the morning. 
’ The third hour, when Mark says, “they crucified him,” 
was at nine in the morning—A Michigan Reader. 


The explanation given by this reader is that which 

Dr. A. T. Robertson, in his new “Harmony of the 
Gospels for Students of the Life of Christ’ (George 
H. Doran Co., New York, $5, net), concludes, after 
considering various suggestions, is “the most satis- 
factory. solution of the difficulty.” As Dr. Robert- 
son puts it: “John here uses the modern computation 
of. time, from midnight to noon and noon.to midnight, 
just as we do- now. Hence, the sixth hour would be our 
six o'clock in the morning. . . . This is the only solu- 
tion that really harmonizes John and Mark.” 
- The Scofield Reference Bible explains the apparent 
discrepancy as resulting from the fact that “John uses 
the Roman, Mark the Hebrew computation of time.” 
-. That fine old “Critical and Explanatory Commentary 
on the Bible,” by Jamieson, Fausset and Brown, of 
which a new edition has recently been published 
(George H. Doran Co., New York, $7.50), takes the 
position that ‘the true reading in John’s Gospel should 
be “the third hour” and not “the sixth hour.” 

“The Companion Bible’ (Oxford University Press, 
New York, $18) finds no difficulty in understanding 
the two statements in the different Gospels without 
suggesting an alteration in the text, or any difference 
in- the computations of time used by the two writers. 
It says, on the passage in Mark 15:25, “And it was 
the third: hour, and they crucified him”: 

“That is, nine A. M. No discrepancy; for the sixth 
hour of John 19:14 was the sixth hour of the night 
(from. about sunset), viz. ‘about’ midnight (in the 
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midst of the trial), when Pilate said, ‘Behold your 
King.’ The -context there and here explains and set- 
tles the matter. Here, the trial was over; in John 
19:14 the trial was going on, ... It was the hour 
of the morning sacrifice.” 

On John 19:14, “And it was... about the sixth 
hour,” the Companion Bible comments: 

“That is, midnight. The hours in all the Gospels 
are according to Hebrew reckoning: that is, from 
sunset to sunset. Some have thought that the events 
from John 13:1 could not be crowded into so brief 
a space, but the Jews were in deadly earnest to get 
all finished before the Passover, and in such a case 
events move quickly.” PF 

That is, the Companion Bible, taking the text just 
as it stands and assuming the same usage in time-state- 
ments in both Gospels, believes that it was about mid- 
night by our present time-reckoning (“about the sixth 
hour”) when Pilate said, “Béhold- your King”; and 
that it was nine hours later, or nine o’clock of the 
day which began at midnight; when the Lord ‘was 
crucified: “It was the third hour, and they crucified 


him,”

Out of his rich life-time study Dr. Weddeli. has 
his own list of names for all the one hundred-and fifty 
Psalms in this marvelous central book of the Bible, 
“the inspired prayer-and-praise book of Israel.” But 
it will mean more. to any reader of the Bible to seek 
out his or her own name for each Psalm, than to 
take the names discovered by another. Those who 
are not familiar with Dr. Weddell’s book will find 
that it is filled with the same sort.of help for one’s 
own study of the Bible, while at the same time it 
sets down treasures that he has discovered during 
many years of research. The particular copy of the 
Bible from which much in his book is drawn “went 
with me,” writes Dr. Weddell in -his Foreword, 
“through Moody’s and Sam Jones’ and ‘Gypsy Smith’s 
meetings, and to England and Keswick, where I read 
it anew under English skies. It is about all I am 
worth—and more. ... It is the fruit of my life- 
work with the old Book—and-I have stayed pretty 
close by the Word through these forty years.” (“Your 
Study Bible,” by John Weaver Weddell, D.D.; The 
Sunday. School Times Co., Philadelphia, . $1.25.) 
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inspired fervid imagination, — furid imagination, 

indeed, more lurid than that inspired by anything 
else short of Dante’s Inferno or the Spanish Inquisi- 
tion. Pilgrims and travelers and soldiers have all 
alike seen that land under the malign influence of the 
story of the awful tragedy. that befell these doomed 
cities. So we have been told of “foetid air” and “hor- 
rible smells” and “execrable water” and “pestilential 
desolation” until, it must be confessed, it was with 
some secret trepidation that we smiled at our friends’ 
fears and set off to go to Sodom and Gomorrah. 

Well, we are alive to tell that tale,—but not to 
tell it just yet; it must unfold itself in journalistic 
fashion and spring its Own surprises upon us, like the 
Pentateuch. ‘ We will pitch our tents and live our life 
and say what is to be said there and then move on, re- 
cording each deed and each stay and each move in 
regular‘ order, and when the journey is ended, as it 
was once again by the Plains of Moab, the story also 
will be ended, as was the story of Israel’s wander- 
ings. We seemed to lack but one thing, that we did 
not climb to the heights of Nebo, to the summit of 
Pisgah, to get. Moses’ view of the Promised Land 
from one extremity to the other, “From Hermon 
even unto Zoar,” but were content with a look up at 
the mountain from a motor-boat on the bosom of the 
Dead Sea. 

It was. a most beautiful morning, February the 
fourteenth, that we loaded our four Ford cars even 
to the mud-guards, said good-bye to loved ones as 
cheerfully as we could, and dashed off down the Jeri- 
cho road on the way to the Land of Moab. A letter 
from a far-off friend the evéning before had brought 
a story of answered prayer not surpassed since the 
days of Peter and Cornelius, and a sweet peace of 
faith so filled the soul as to banish all the lurid im- 
aginings concerning the mysterious land to which we 
journeyed. . 


We Get Started Down Jericho Road 


The Jericho road is too much.a part of civilization, 
since the war times turned it into one of the finest 
highways of the world, to enter into an account of a 
journey to such an out of the world place as the 
Cities of the Plain. So while we rush down, down, 
down, by the Apostles’ Spring and the Good Samari- 
tan Inn and the Brook Cherith, I will introduce the 
members of the staff organized for this expedition — 
of .Xenia Theological Seminary, of St. Louis, rep- 
resented by its President, in co-operation with the 
American School of Archeology at Jerusalem, rep- 
resented by its Director, Dr. W. F. Albright. In ad- 
dition to these were Professor Alfred E. Day, geol- 
ogist of Beirut; Pére Alois Mallon, of Ratisbon, Je- 
rusalem, specialist in the flint and stone age; Mr. 
Na’im Makhhuli, of the Palestine Department of An- 
tiquities; the? Rev. W. D. Carroll, Thayer Fellow of 
the American School; the Rev. Herbert H. Tay, Fel- 
low of Xenia Theological Seminary; Mr. Eliezer 
Sukenik, of the American School, botanist and sur- 
veyor; and the Rev. Homer Kent, of Xenia. Seminary. 
Though of different races and different expressions of 
faith, all Bible students, and a more kindly, congenial 
company never worked together. E 

The Land of Moab is an old land, but the Trans- 
Jordania government is a very new government just 
trying to establish itself in the ways of civilized na- 
tions, and it had just occurred to the authorities that 
one of the ways of civilized peoples is to charge for 
a look—a-visa is the diplomatic word which sounds 
better, but: costs the same! . Our visas were the first 
ones granted. All the diplomatic machinery was new 
and worked slowly. At the Allenby bridge over the 
Jordan’ we met the Passport officers. They looked 
at our -passports and examined those visas front and

-back and right side up and wrong side up, and then 


all over again, to be sure that they were doing things 
right, but finally decided that all was regular, and we 
paid our toll for the autos and—entered the Land. It 
is most interesting to see the beginnings of a nation’s 
efforts to rise and take its place in the family. They 
mean well and they are trying very hard to win es- 
teem and are deserving of it; but, oh, they are so poor! 

We followed the old Roman road now partly re- 
made to Es Salt and Ammon. It is a most picturesque 
way up: the gorge from the Jordan valley to the high- 
lands. At-times it wound in and out of the sinuosi- 
ties. of. the. mountainside with a precipice above us 
and another below, and one hairpin curve after an- 
other.. At Es Salt, in the land of Gilead, in the old 
territory of Gad, is a mountain city of fifteen thous- 
and people in a fine ‘agricultural country. After 
cooling our engines from the heat of the steep climb 
we soon ran out upon the beautiful upland plains of 
Ammon. <As I. looked far over the well-cultivated 
fields I understood why Reuben, Gad, and Manasseh 


Not often is it given an archeological expedition 
to discover more than it originally sets out to find. 
Yet the joint venture of the Xenia Theological 
Seminary, the Jerusalem School of Oriental Re- 
search, and the American University of Beirut 
enjoys that unique distinction.

wished to remain on this side Jordan rather than 
pass over to the stony hills of the Promised Land. 

But where are the people? Surely they do not 
live in the city, miles away from these farm lands. 
Yet ‘hour after hour we run on without meeting a 
person or seeing any one in the fields or discovering 
a village! In this is vividly portrayed the fear in 
which for centuries the people have lived, so that they 
have learned to hide their dwellings in some deep wady 
and keep themselves out of sight. But an auto broke 
down and in a few minutes two men are seen hasten- 
ing toward us, one of them carrying a gun; pres- 
ently three more appear with another gun! and in 
a short time women and children joined the compan 
until there were twenty to thirty gathered—to ro 
us? Net at all; simply to gratify curiosity. The gun 
carrying is a habit of worse days than the present. 
One seems never alone in this land, however invisible 
the population may be. Stop, and in a few minutes 
people seem to rise out of the ground. . 

Early in the evening we came down into the beau- 
tiful valley of the City of Waters, the Rabbath Am- 
mon of the days of the Kingdom of Israel, where for 
long was kept the bed of Og, King of Bashan. I 
climbed to the great Acra that crowns the high hill 
north of the valley, stumbled over the almost cyclopean 
ruins of Roman days against one of the fiercest and 
most fitful winds I ever faced. If one looked into a 
great cistern, one moment he was in danger of being 
pushed in by the sheer force of the wind, and the next in 
danger of pitching in when the wind suddenly ceased! 
In vain I tried to conjure up the picture of the glory of 
Roman days, when the palaces of the rich lined the 
sides of this deep vale and yonder great Roman theater 
with its ten thousand seats resounded with the clamor 
of the exulting multitude gloating over the gladia- 
torial shows and the onslaughts of wild beasts, but im- 
agination faltered on the wing, and I came down to 
drink the sweet, pure water from the fountain and 
enjoy the novelty of tenting in the open square in 
front of the Emir’s palace. 


Under Canvass at Our First Stop 


Our tent life involved some roughing it, but no real 
hardship. We had good double tents, comfortable 
cots, warm wraps, abundance of good food well cooked 
and served, and each one helped with the work of 
the tents. We were a company of Bible students; 
we read and discussed the Biblical record, said grace 
at our meals, had morning prayers together and our 
evening devotions individually, and planned a service 
for each Sabbath. With a few exceptions under pe- 
cyliar circumstances these plans were carried out, and 
there was a blessed sense of a common faith and a 
common share in a gracious Providence that. constantly 
opened the way and smoothed out our difficulties and 
ministered to our comfort and safety. ~ 

The Sabbath was to be a day of rest for men and 
horses, but the first Sabbath saw a disturbance of our 
plans, and we were forced to inake a “sabbath day’s 
journey.” Saturday night the wind blew from the 
west, and the west wind brings rain, and the rain 
came and,.as the wind blew, it grew colder and the 
clouds most ominously promised snow. Camping out 
in the snow in February on the highlands of Ammon 
was not to be risked. It was unanimously decided that 
we must seek shelter. The tents were struck and the 
autos loaded and we rushed on over, not the Roman 
road any more, but a desert trail asound the head 
waters of the Arnon and through eastern Moab to the 
old fortress city of Kerak, Kir of Moab of the days of 


the Conquest, on its mountain summit more than three 
thousand feet above the sea. How good the lights of 
that Moabite city looked as we wound along the pre- 
cipftous sides of the. wady and climbed the last steep 
hill and reported to the governor our arrival. 

At the Latin parish house the priest, a gentle invalid, 
received us most kindly, put the large salon at our 
disposal for our cots, and gave us a kitchen and a 
dining-room. We soon had a hot dinner and_ had 


.made our beds and then we gathered for the service 


we had arranged for the morning, when the snow- 
storm had scattered us. The Word was read with 
heartfelt comments upon God’s goodness to us in 
safety and shelter and abundance, and then one after 
another offered prayer and thanksgiving. Warmed 
and fed and blessed with a sense of his nearness we 
lay down and slept in peace. _ 

Kir of Moab figures largely in the early history of 
Bible lands, Here it was, most probably, that Ehud, 
the second of the Judges, slew Eglon, king of Moab, 
and freed Israel from »Moabite domination. , Here 
Jehoram, allied with Jehoshaphat, pressed the siege 
so hard that the king of Moab took the crown prince 
and offered him as a burnt offering on the wall! Upon 
these great walls that now engirdle the city? No, 
these walls which the Turks breached to keep the peo- 
ple of Kerak from revolting were built by the é:. - 
saders and the Arabs. 

Round about these. walls we go, seeking evidence of 
an earlier Kir, the Kir of ancient Israel, and find not 
a trace. Where was the ancient Kir? 


The Clue Found in the Rubbish Heap 


It was the geologist, beating about with his hammer 
far down on the mountainside, who came at last upon 
the evidence we sought, heaps of rubbish full of old 
pottery of thirteen centuries B. C. Now the whole 
case was clear enough. This rubbish heap is not where 
the ancient city was, but where the rubbish of that 
city was emptied over the cliff. There above the 
heap frown the walls of the Crusaders. They were 
wont to sweep the ground on which they built. They 
threw the sweepings in this case down this east hill 
and here they lie to tell the tale. And yonder was 
the water supply; from this very point this wide, well- 
beaten pathway leads to yonder copious spring of pure 
sweet water. .A little investigation revealed also a 
secret passage-way through the mountain, instead of 
along the outside of it, so that, when the enemy crept 
too close they could get water without forsaking cover. 

One last needed touch of evidence concerning the 
old-time heathen city was still wanting. Where was 
the High Place, and what was it like? The Thayer 
Fellow rambled about looking, one afternoon, and 
came in to report the High Place. The next morn- 
ing he led some of us to see that grim but silent mes- 
senger from the ancient heathen’ world. It was a 
long, hard early morning walk, but well repaid the 
effort. . 

On the very top of the mountain the altar was 
found. It was not a fabricated altar. The early Ca- 
naanites seldom, if ever, had such. There were no 
standing stones, but only the flat natural rock of the 
mountain, with quite a series of the mysterious cup- 
marks which are such a puzzle to archeologists. That 
they were often connected with religious rites is cer- 
tain, and it is so in this case. Cup-marks are some- 
times found in connection with oil presses, but this 
rock was not intended, or used, as an oil press. The 
large cup drains into the small ones! Here on this 
mountaintop, the people of ancient Kir gathered far 
from the distraction of business or pleasure or labor 
and performed, what strange perhaps horrid rites? 
Some prince, as in the days of Jehoshaphat, may have 
been immolated on this rock and libations poured in 
these cup-marks to some bloodthirsty god. 

As we returned, another altar, similar but much 

lower down, was found, a near-by chapel, as it were, 
while the great altar was far withdrawn from the 
daily life. : 
. Supplied with a letter from the genial governor, 
Rachid Pasha, to the garrison.on the Plain, and given 
an escort of soldiers, we mounted and rode away from 
Kir of Moab. ;

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to meet in one or two-room buildings, where 

equipment is necessarily limited even if the 
means be available for its purchase. But all such 
schools can greatly increase their usefulness by se- 
curing the right equipment. 

The Children’s Division—If it is at all possible, 
even in a one-room building. the departments of the 
Children’s Division should meet separately from the 
remainder of the school. If the building has one room 
in addition to the main auditorium use it, and if pos- 
sible separate the Junior Department from the Pri- 


A LARGE majority of Sunday-schools are obliged 


maries and Beginners, who can be kept together if. 


necessary. If there is not such a room, cut off cor- 
ners of the main auditorium for thése groups, even if 
each only makes a class. Give them opportunity to 
worship and memorize in their own way. This screen- 
ing may be done by hanging a curtain upon a wire 
strung six feet or more above the floor, or it may be 
done by screens either purchased or constructed of 
wood frame with wall-board or cloth. 

The true equipment of the children’s departments 
requires, however, separate rooms for the three de- 
partments as soon as each has enough pupils for a 
fair-sized class. Each of these rooms—or if it be 
but a corner of the general auditorium, then that cor- 
ner — should be made as bright and cheerful as pos- 
sible. Especially the Beginners meeting-place should 
be inviting. Chairs, tables, and woodwork painted in 
old ivory, tasty and uplifting pictures upon the walls, 
flowers in vases all help. ’ 

Each of these departments should be provided with 
blackboard and also a frame of soft wood, wall-board 
or burlap for the display of handwork. If possible 
each department should have a piano or organ, but if 
this is impossible a good violinist will assist, espe- 
cially in the Beginners Department. Chairs in all 
these three departments should be only high enough 
to permit the feet of the little tots to touch the floor. 
These should be of natural color —certainly not red 
or any other garish hue. All the children’s depart- 
ments, to be fully equipped, should be using the 
Graded Lessons. Even if the completely, or closely, 
Graded Lessons cannot be used, the Graded material 
of two or three years can be used in cycles, so that 
one whole department studies the same lesson each 
Sunday. With these lessons delightful picture cards 
and papers either in black and white or in colors 
can be obtained. 

The whole Children’s Division should be furnished 
with a Worker's Library apropos of children’s work, 
always available to the teachers. 

If these three departments meet separately, each 
department, or, if they meet as one department, then 
the whole division, should have, not only its general 


enrolment (in a class-book or on indexed cards), but” 


also a birthday-roll, by which the secretary or teacher 
may know beforehand the date of each child’s birth- 
day, and make proper recognition of it by postcard 
and special program. 

The Cradle Roll——One of the most important factors 
in the entire school is the Cradle Roll. While it 
serves to connect the child to the church at an early 
age, it has the additional value that it touches the 
hearts of the parents where they are most susceptible. 
lt should be operated with this in mind. Dainty sup- 
plies for enrolling, for offerings, for recognizing 
birthdays, for taking notice of sickness, for inviting 
to parties, and so on, are appreciated. A pretty cer- 
tificate should be issued at enrolment. An appropriate 
mother’s magazine should be delivered once a quarter. 

The school at large should be kept. informed as to 
the growth of the Roll. Addition of new names should 
be recognized, and the Roll itself should be kept 
neat and conspicuously hung. 

Some schools have in connection with the Begin- 
ners Department a little class of two and three year 
olds —the Cradle Roll Class. There are special les- 
sons on the market for these tots with appropriate 
colored blocks and cards to illustrate the lessons. 

Beginners Department.—A cheerful room or cor- 
ner tastefully brightened and restfully inviting with a 
rug on the floor and little chairs in a circle, the walls 
hung with simple pictures of cut-outs expressive of 
God's love and care for man and beast —this is the 
ideal Beginners room. 

There will be, of course, no need for song-books in 
the hands of the little tots, but there should be at 
least two for the teacher and instrumentalist. These 
will be filled with those simple little songs so easy 
and expressive for kindergartners. 

There should be in the Beginners room the means 
for recognizing the addition of new names to the 
Cradle Roll. Some schools use a cradle and to it 
fasten a card for every new baby. A suitable, simple 
service accompanies this. Birthdays, too, will be re- 
membered. A permanent replica of a cake with can- 
dles can be secured. A special chair for each child 
whose birthday is recognized is also worth while. 


To secure information concerning the little ones, 
cards are provided to be strung about the neck and 
so taken home to be filled out by parents. These lit- 
tle folk respond well to a system of cards given them 
for each Sunday in attendance, ten of these cards to 
be exchanged for larger and more beautiful Scrip- 
ture text cards. While not much in the way of hand- 
work is to be expected of these little ones, they. do 
take pleasure in some simple efforts. Outline pictures 
to be colored with various-colored soft crayons occupy 
the little hands and minds and promote the ease and 
general efficiency of the department. 


Primary Department—The Primary child has 
started to school and begins to understand more of 
order, discipline, and can do some reading. .The equip- 
ment of the department should recognize this. 

A blackboard can be used to advantage. Some of 
the songs can be written out on the board or be pre- 
sented on a printed chart. The hands are better dis- 
ciplined and handwork is practicable. In addition 
therefore to the cutting of leaves, butterflies, bells, 
flowers, and other paper designs in season, there can 
be some -handwork on the lessons. There are pro- 
vided cut-outs to go with the Graded Lessons and be 
assembled in a booklet — one book to each child for 
each Quarter’s lessons. Scissors should be supplied 
for each pupil. Also crayons. One pot of mucilage 
for each teacher will be sufficient. 

One table for each class is good equipment in the

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Primary Department, and there are on the market 
half-hexagon tables that make it possible for the chil- 
dren to sit in a half circle about the teacher and in 
easy reach of the teacher. The department should 
also have a sand-table. Very good ones are supplied 
by several houses or simple ones can be constructed 


_at home. For use on these tables a considerable as- 


sortment of cut-outs in stout card can be secured; 
with such equipment a quite realistic picture of the 
lesson scene can be impressed upon the child mind. 
Junior Department.—About the time of his entrance 
into the Junior Department the child makes a dis- 
tinct advance, particularly in power to read easily. 
The period is remarkable for its power to memorize 
and for its loyalty to group. Everything should be 
done to take advantage of the opportunity to make 
those abiding impressions that will endure through 


ife. 

The department walls should be hung with the best 
pictures illustrative of Bible stories and of heroic con- 
duct. Mottoes easily comprehended by the Junior 
mind should be available on cards in bold enough type 
to be read all over the room, either when held before 
the assembly or hung, several at a time, upon the wall. 

A blackboard for the whole department, and, if 
possible, one for each class, will capitalize the. Junior 
ability to memorize; the eye is much more efficient in 
this work than the ear. 

Maps .are.important equipment for these youngsters 
who have,reached the point in public schools where 
they are studying history and geography, and getting 
facts in orderly manner. In this connection there 
should be, not only a sand-table for use in laying off 


relief maps of Bible lands, but material for work in 


making maps and models of papier. ma@ché and wood. 
Both order and .education will be the better for such 
handwork. Maps and models and charts can. be made 
to illustrate modern mission work as well as Bible 
stories. cud 

Printed charts and cards as aids in memorizing 
Scripture, hymns, outline of the Bible, etc., are avail- 
able. There should be provided song books giving a 
large assortment of standard hymns, that are suited 
to the religious experience of the Junior. As the child 
can now read, these books should be in sufficient quan- 
tity to supply the young worshippers. themselves. 

If possible, there should be a separate class-room 
for each Junior class, in order to make full use of 
class loyalty, and the personal influence of the teacher. 
There should also be a table similar in shape to that 
mentioned for the Primary’ classes. The classes 
should take full advantage of the. disposition to. group 


loyalty, and class names, with pins, pennants, mottoes, — 


etc., should be developed. FAS : 

So definite should be the effort td train the Junior 
in working knowledge of his Bible, that supplementary 
memory work should be provided, in the shape of 
special booklets, charts, etc. Then, the best schools 
are now making monthly reports to the parents ‘on 
the attendance and work of each pupil. These report 
cards can be secured from publishers. 

The Junior age is peculiarly the age of decision 
for Christ. Cards upon which the teachers can keep 
records of the pupils they mean to win to Christ and 


‘ decision cards for ‘the pupils themselves should be 


provided. Supplemental study courses in doctrine lead- 
ing to decision for Christ and church membership are 
available.

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The Friendly Carbon Paper 
By Jennie E. Stewart 


KNOW one superintendent who has formed the 

habit of letting carbon paper save her much work 
and assist in the smooth running of all machinery in 
her department. 

She keeps a pad ‘of note paper, of the sort that slips 
ineo a little case, in which the pads may be renewed 
as fast as the paper is used. - She buys a sheet of 
carbon paper and cuts it into sheets the size-of the 


note pads. She slips a sheet of carbon paper into her 


pad for each helper. With everything thus set for 
action, she begins her notemaking as soon as one 
meeting is over and out of the way. 

Sometimes she jots down the thing she wishes to 
talk over with the helpers directly on the pad, each 
record duplicating itself as many times as she has 
sheets of carbon in the pad. Sometimes she jots dowmr 
her notes on anything that is handy, then when she 
has a moment of leisure, she carefully composes the 
notation she wishes to put before the helpers, on 
her duplicating pad. 

y the time she is ready to have a committee meet- 
ing or a monthly meeting she has everything down 
in black and white that she wishes them to consider, 
a copy for each helper. She assembles the loose 
sheets, giving each helper her sheet to take home 
with her and consult as long as they are in force. It 
saves her a lot of telephoning and talking. Some- 


‘times she collects these notes, slips them in envelopes 


and mails them out to her helpers for consideration 
before the committee meeting is called. 

Her pad is small. Usually only one question is 
considered on a single leaf. It is therefore an easy 
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Lesson for May 4

matter to collect those notes that relate only to the 
monthly meeting by themselves, those that relate to 
other activities by themselves, and do ‘with them 
according to the needs of their particular cases. With 
this arrangement she can write as many as five or 
six plain duplicates at once. 

She uses it also to send memory work home with 
the children on Sunday, each teacher having her own 
pad for this purpose. They also send home notes to 
parents by this method, and invitations to meetings 
and parties. One writing usually makes enough 5 ath 
cates for all children in one class.

Waking Up a Whole School

E WERE a typical rural Sunday-school and 
wedded to our ways, composed in the main, 
of ruts and sameness.

One of them stayed 
awake, and | atthe a lengthy report with such a spirit 
that more “dry bones” began to stir and show signs 
of life. This delegate happened to be a teacher, and 
she began to put into practise some of the ‘things she 
had reported. Her class waked up,— not all at once, 
ps by twos and threes until they were all practically 
alert. 

Then came another convention. The wakeful first 
delegate began to stir things. As a result, a large 
delegation from the school went en masse to the county 
convention that year, and—presto! the entire school 
waked up. One delegate had caught the musical note 
that had been sounded, and he went around the entire 
neighborhood and ransacked all the houses in search 
of musical instruments that had been shelved when 
the amateur musicians of the one-time “band” had 
tired of their first.love. In a short time that musical 
delegate had resurrected two violins, two horns, and 
a clarinet from their retirement, and had them doing 
business with the fairly good organ in our little church. 

The wakeful delegate went after the teachers and 
gave brief, but pointed, lectures to the several classes, 
and in the meantime she formally organized and reg- 
istered her own class with a full staff of officers 
and committees, class name, class colors, and the whole 
paraphernalia of an up-to-date Sunday-school class. 
The class members responded with vim and enthusiasm. 
Their certificate was promptly framed and displayed 
on the church wall in their own particular corner, 
supplemented by a large pennant in the class colors 
and bearing the p Sw. name. It was further flanked 
by another sprightly little pennant lettered with the 
bold statement brazenly declared: “We Do Things.” 
They did, all right,—big things and funny things 
and strange things, but they did something. 

The rest of the school was not to be outdone by 
that saucy httle motto, and all the classes began to 
do things. Soon there were two classes wearing the 
red and white emblem of the organized Adult Division, 
and two more were proudly displaying the blue and white 
badge of the secondary division, while four certificates 
adorned the church walls, and three of them were 
flanked by flaming pennants. The decorous older folks 
who had digged the rut gasped a little and shook their 
wise old heads, but the rejuvenation of the school went 
merrily on. The men organized, but were more con- 
servative and contented themselves with their pin and 
their certificate. Then a howl went up from the 
Juniors, who were not old enough to join the second- 
ary division, and their teachers held a solemn council 
and finally appeased the children by giving each class 
a new name with colors and a pennant grandly dis- 
played. We rather expected the howl to go on down 
the line and sound a note of rebellion from the sturdy 
little Primaries; but they were content to sit and 
look on at the unwonted activity, and they were even 
more content after their teacher began to put into 
practise some of the suggestions she had learned also 
at that wonderful convention. 

Now state and county convention seasons mean 
something to that school. The delegate who goes to 
the state convention is expected to do more than bring 
back a dry-as-dust statistical report of state work, 
but to give in detail golden nuggets of truth and in- 
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formation from the best speeches, and new methods 
as outlined by the state conferences. Indeed, they 
now consider the convention report so worthwhile that 
the day it is to be given is announced two weeks pre- 
viously. Of course, a county convention report does 
not attain such importance; but the Sunday-school 
hour is condensed to make room for it. 

After all, the success of the report, or the advant- 
age to the school to be derived from it, depends largely 
upon the persons chosen as delegates. To get the best 
results we must choose the right people to serve in that 
capacity — people of some mental ability and already 
active to some extent, or younger ones who are re- 
sponsive to enthusiasm. Then arrange that the dele- 
gates divide their time, so that both—jif there are 
two—do not attend the same conferences if several 
such meetings are to be held simultaneously. In this 
way the full program can be covered and a full re- 
port given. 

If a three-day convention report were crammed 
into a brief Sunday-school’ period, the school would 
be likely to suffer trom mental indigestion; so in our 
home school we arrange to give such a report at two, 
and sometimes three, sittings, successively. We have 
even held a post-convention service in the evening 
with good results. 

These reports are given from notes, of course, that 
have been carefully taken. We repeat: the success 
or failure of a convention report rests almost entirely 
with the delegate or delegates. But enthusiasm is 
contagious and people like to try out new things. Our 
delegates have been wisely chosen, usually, and they 
have developed. They not only bring back full re- 
ports, but they obtain samples of new literature, con- 
test ideas, things of primary interest, graded lesson 
helps, teacher-record books, rally and decision day 
invitations and ideas, besides books along all lines of 
active Sunday-school work. The teachers are naturally 
quick to profit by this infusion of new ideas.

Sunday-School Precipitates 


By Marion Lawrance 




















Y KNOWLEDGE of chemistry is exceedingly 
limited, and I assume that the same is true of 
some or many of those who will read this 

article. All, however, are more or less familiar with 
the meaning of the word “precipitate.” As a word 
of action it simply means “to cast down,” or “hurl,” 
r “fling” from a precipice or height. In chemistry, 
a “precipitate” is a substance formed by the action of 
one substance upon another. For example, precipi- 
tated calomel is obtained by precipitation from a solu- 
tion of corrosive sublimate by a stream of sulphurous 
acid. (So says the big dictionary.) A precipitate 
thus formed is usually different in appearance, quali- 
ty, and use, from either of the substances used to pro- 
duce it; the result is always the same when the same 
substances are used. It often happens, especially in 
experimentation with various substances, that precipi- 
tates are formed that were not looked for. 

I am wondering whether it would be proper or seem 
far-fetched to apply this principle to the work done in 
the Sunday-school. I am thinking of John Van Mater, 
my old Sunday- school teacher in that little basement 
Sunday-school in a southern Ohio village, when I was 
between the ages of ten and fourteen. I can see that 
teacher now, a dear old man with a bent form and a 
full gray beard, who kept the little store in the vil- 
lage. No matter how hot or cold or stormy the day, 
we always knew our teacher would be present. There 
were about eight of us boys in that class, and we all 
loved our teacher, but, strange to say, I cannot recall 
a single lesson he ever taught us, or remember a sin- 
gle word he said. However, the influence of that 
rer man is with me yet and will remain as long as 

ive. 

He was not a learned man, and he certainly could 
not have passed a satisfactory examination as a 
trained teacher. I am paying no premium upon the 
lack of training; he would have been a better teacher 
had he been trained; and yet there has remained with 
me all these years, now more than half a century past, 
a something that words do not define—a something 
that seems to stir within me the best motives of which 
I am capable, and which I can trace back to that little 
basement class in the corner. I do remember that 
he was always kind, he never seemed ruffled when we 
were inattentive or disrespectful, he often talked to us 
as he met us on the street, — shook us by the hand, 
and placed his other hand upon our shoulders as he 
spoke to us, — and always wore a smile that we loved 
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to see, though the features of his face were irregular 
and somewhat deformed. 

I have no word for that thing, whatever it was, and 
is, that he left with me; it must have been a precipi- 
tate — something that resulted from the combination 
of these elements I have ~ in his life and 
character, and others which I do not recall. I doubt 
not that the atmosphere of the school itself had some- 
thing to do with the result: the singing, the prayers, 
the special occasions, all these entered in or may have 
combined to form the precipitate of which I speak. 

I recall also Captain William Shaw, under whom I 
graduated as a high-school pupil. For a number of 
years I was under his teaching. He taught me geog- 
raphy, grammar, arithmetic, and other subjects. The 
same was true of him, in that I do not recall a single 
lesson he taught me in any of these branches, but as 
a result of it all I can accurately name the precipitate, 
and it is this—he taught me to love books and how 
to get the most out of them, and yet he never said a 
word to me about loving books, so far as I recall. 

In the case of John Van Mater, however, fitting a 
name to the Sunday- school precipitate is not so easy. 
How the dear old man’s face beamed on,the day when 
my brother and I (for he was a member of the same 
class) made an open confession of Jesus Christ, were 
baptized, and joined the Church. 

Years later, in the Sunday-school of which I was 
superintendent, in a large city, a number of the boys 
enlisted during the Spanish-American War. One day 
in camp, “Harry” was ordered tc go to fhe canteen 
and serve out drinks to the boys, according to the 
custom of that day. “Harry” refused, and the orderly 
told him he would have to report him to the Officer 
of the Day, whith he did. Meanwhile, he was sent to 
the guardhouse for disobedience. Later the Officer of 
the Day called for him and asked him why he had 
disobeyed orders. His reply was, “I enlisted to be 
a soldier and not .a bartender; I belong to a Sunday- 
school, and I will not disgrace myself nor my mother 
by dealing out drink to the boys. I have been taught 
that those things are not right.” The Major took the 
young lad by the hand ana said, “Harry, you are a 
good soldier. I wish every boy in the army were like 
you.” What was it? Surely his Sunday-school 
teacher could not anticipate that sort of temptation. 

And so on, illustrations could be multiplied. It is 
the precipitate; it is that indefinite, often indescribable, 
thing that is the result of the influence of a faithful 
teacher, of loving parents, and also of the Sunday- 
school. It may not be the same in any two cases, but 
the result is there. 

The purpose of what I am saying is to remove all 
ground of discouragement, if possible, from superin- 
tendent and teacher, yes, and parent. A Sunday- 
school that is carried on by the officers, with the right 
motive, where the Lord Jesus Christ himself domin- 
ates everything that is done, from the passing of the 
books to the singing of the hymns and offering of the 
prayer, and the teaching of God’s Word, and where 
the teacher seeks to lift the boys and girls into the 
Christian life and send them forth to fill their places 
in the world, is sure to have results. Results are in- 
evitable. Oftentimes the impulses for good are choked 
by the cares of the world, and maybe seared over with 
sin, but they are there and will some day manifest 
themselves, perhaps in an unexpected way or place or 
manner. “My word shall not return unto me void,” 
is God’s way of putting it; and every Christian worker, 
no matter in what line he is engaged, and particularly 
every Sundaysschool worker, should be cheered and 
heartened by this fact — that no lesson was ever taught, 
and no school was ever conducted with the sole purpose 
of honoring God but that the result was sure to follow; 
the result that may save a soul from wreck and bring 
great joy at least to three—the scholar himself, the 
teacher, and the Master.

The Message of the Lesson

I. The Scripture To Be Read 


N 2 Kings 17 we have what Dr. Maclaren has called 

a “post mortem inquiry into the disease that killed 

a kingdom.” And it records the cause (sin) rather 
than the occasion (the Assyrians). It is a summary 
of the entire history of the Northern Kingdom. 

Forsaking God {vs. 7-12). Jehovah’s deliverance 
from Egypt and his relationship (“their God”) to 
them increased and heightened their guilt (v. 7). Sin 
is invariably marked by a short memory. he evils 
were three: other gods were worshiped (v. 7); other 
laws were obeyed (v. 8); and other rites were ob- 
served( vs. 9, 10). The result was God’s righteous 
anger (vs. 11, 12), as they imitated the heathen, and 
thereby disobeyed God. cannot be indifferent 
to sin. His character and righteous government of 
the world necessitate. punishment. 


Despising God (vs. 13-17). God's love continued 
to follow them by the earnest appeals of the prophets 
(v. 13). But these were met by deliberate refusal to 
hear, turn, and obey (vs. 4, 5), and persistent iniquity, 
idolatry, witchcraft, and depravity (vs. 16, 17). It 
is almost incredible that the special people of God 
should have descended so low and departed so far 
from God. It is a solemn reminder of the awful pos- 
sibilities of evil in the human heart that desires, and 
the human will that determines to go its own way. 


Forsaken of God (vs. 18-23). The result was three- 
fold: captivity (v. 18); punishment (v. 20); and 


separation from God (v. 23). The solemn and somber. 


statements are deeply impressive, especially the ref- 
erences to the “sight of the Lord” (vs. 17, 18, 20, 23).

Il. The Graded Topics 


The topic for Intermediate and Senior is “A Nation 
Punished for Its Sins,” and that for Young People 
and Adults, “Lessons from Israel’s Downfall.” Tak- 
ing them together we notice: 


1. National life must be moral. There is no dif- 
ference in this respect between an individual and a 
nation. There is only one standard for both. The 
law of God is the’ supreme authority for all living. 
It is impossible to contemplate a nation conducting 
its affairs in any other way than the way in which 
an individual does. 


2. National life, when not based on moral principles, 
is sure to fail. Great nations like Assyria, Babylon, 
Persia, Egypt, Greece, Rome have disappeared, and what- 
ever the particular circumstances may have been, the reai 
cause in every instance was morai. Emerson says: 
“Crime and punishment grow out of one stem. Pun- 
ishment is a fruit that unsuspected ripens within the 
flower of the pleasure that contained it.” And since 
nations, as such, have no future life, God’s judgments 
must and do come on them here and now. The fall 
may be delayed long, but it is certain to come: 


“The mills of God grind slowly, but they grind exceeding 
small; 


Though with patience he stands waiting, with exactness 
grinds he all.” 


3. National morality is onl ssible when based 
on religion. It is the law of alone that indicates 
what is right and what is wrong, and morality is only 
—_— when this vital distinction is known and fol- 
owed. 

And so, the message for to-day is profoundly sol- 
emn. How is it possible for great nations like Eng- 
land, France, and America to stand, unless they are 
true to God? This is how a modern writer has put 
the truth: 

“Babylon, Greece, and Rome 
Held earth their prey; 
They were the lords of earth,— 
Now, where are they? 
“America, England, France 
Rule land and sea; 


When time has gone its round, 
Where will they be?” 


Ill. The Golden Text 


The way to avoid a catastrophe like that of Israel 


is here indicated. 


1. The Revelation. God’s “statutes” are his fixed 
orders for man’s life, and his “word” is the message 
which conveys his will to us. The very word “stat- 
utes” (like statue) shows that God’s will is never 
variable, but always unchangeable. We are to do 
right and do it always. 

2. The Resolution. The two “I wills” are note- 
worthy, but the other words are even more so. The 
only way to be protected against evil is to delight 
ourselves in God’s will — “Make you his service your 
delight.” “Virtue that is not enthusiastic is not safe.” 
And then will follow, as effect is produced by cause, 
“T will not forget.” If only we “delight” in God's 
will, we cannot help remembering it. If Israel had 
done this, what a difference it would have made (see 
especially Psa. 81: 11-16 and Deut. 8: 11-20). “Lest 
we forget —” 


IV. Devotional Reading 


In Psalm 119: 33-40, part of the great Psalm about 
the Bible, we see : 

1. Truth explained. Notice the terms, used*in each 
verse for God’s word; statutes, law, commandments, 
testimonies, way, word, judgments, precepts. 

2. Truth expertenced.. Note the parts of our life 
which are to be influenced by, God’s word: mind (vs. 
33, 34) ; heart (vs. 34, 36) ; life (v. 35) ; eyes (v. 37); 
soul (v. 38); conscience (v. 39) ;. spirit (v. 40). 

3. Truth enjoyed. It is a good test to ask ourselves 
whether we “delight” in God’s law (v. 35), whether 
all our life is devoted to God (v. 38), and whether 
we “long” after his Word (v. 40).

66" TSHEREFORE” — the conclusion is that “the Lord 
was very angry with Israel and removed them 
out of his sight.”

For this catalogue 
simply sums up the record iven in greater detail in 
the chapters that precede. cd od’s anger and the exile, 
are but the logical outcome of disobedience to the Di- 
vine law.. The wages of sin is death, and here we 
have this law applied to the life of the nation that 
repeatedly sinned until. the patience of a righteous 
God was, humanly speaking, exhausted, and the con- 
: sequences of the repeated and unrepentant national 
sin wrought themselves -out to the finish. Must. we 
conclude that the Israelites drifted to this sad con- 
summation because they did not believe in the validity 
of the divinely given principle that disobedience to 
God would be punished and therefore did not apply the 
principle to her own life, or did they think that be- 
cause they were the chosen of the Lord that it did not 
apply to them, or were they stubborn-hearted and reck- 
less of consequences when the temptations to wrong 
made strong appeal to their evil nature? 

Whatever the explanation we may suggest for their 
illogical conduct, so wicked and so disobedient, it is 
certain that we, as a people and as individuals, have 
even less reason to doubt the result of disobedience 
to the law of God, for we have, laid out here be- 
fore us as a terrible warning, the disaster that over- 
took this people who were specially chosen of God 
yet dared to violate the plain commands he had given 
them. Ask the class whether the selected Golden 
Text i is a logical deduction from the lesson or whether 
it is an expression of the central truth of the lesson, 
and whether a better Golden Text could be selected 
in application of the deductive principle.

ful men. At Old Siwash our crowd was always the 
unfinished business” at the faculty meetings.

I have several “Baals” 
up yonder on my bookcase sent to me from heathen- 
dom. They put nothing in the pantry nor help me 
in my business. They are not even ornamental. If 
our household could have had no better gods than those 
pagan things up there, the Ridgway harps would have 
been hung on Assyrian willows long, long ago (Psa. 
37: 31). 


The Secret of Stability. 7 gr ge 3 Jehovah ... 
removed them out of his sight (v. 1 8). “Oh, fergit 
it!” is the expression you hear often in Boytown when 
one of the fellers digs up a grouch and begins “chewin’ 
the rag.” A boy is always more or less of a philos- 
opher, and there is generally something else back of 
his stock sayings than just mere slang. There are 
many families, organizations, and communities that 
are kept in “hot water” simply because folks will not 
“fergit it.”

Historical Setting 


The first two, with the last five chap- 
ters of Judges reveal a rapid growth of 
idolatry, with consequent immorality and 
loss of national unity. The oppressors, 
with one exception (3:8-11), are the 
nations within (3:1-4) or just without 
the land; but the debauch of personal 
and family life, the source of national 
apostasy, is from intercourse (3: 5-7) 
with the remnants of the subdued nations 
(Josh. 23:12, 13). The Danite migra- 
tion (17:1 to 18:31) comes early in the 
period, for the Levite (18:30, where 
“Manasseh” should be “Moses”) is a 
grandson of Moses (for the cause see 
1:34; 18:1, 2 with Josh. 19: 40-48).

Compare the first two oppressions (3: 
8, 11, 14, 30) with the third (4:3; 5: 
31): First, an ancient danger (Gen. 14: 
1 to 15:1); then, a former antagonism 
(Num. 22: 2-7); and then, after a hun- 
dred and thirty years, a subdued enemy 
(Josh. 11: 1-18) revives. The third con- 
sists of a narrative, with an inspired com- 
mentary. 


The narrative: What did the Lord do 
(4:1, 2), and why? In what did Jabin’s 
power consist? (4:3; comp. 1: 19; Exod. 
15:1; Psa. 20:7.) How did deliverance 
originate and develop (4: 4-7): the per- 
son, judgment (comp. 1 Sam. 7:3; Deut. 
30:1, 2), and prophecy? Note Barak’s 
reply (4:8, 9). Contrast verses 10 and 
13. Note who gave victory (4:14, 15). 
The circumstances of Sisera’s death (4: 
17-22) fulfilled (4:9) and explained 
(comp. 7:25 to 8:3 and 8:5, 6, 12, 15, 
a1) the prediction. 

The inspired commentary: For what is 
God praised (5:2, 9) in the key verses? 
The battle continues God’s triumphant 
march from Sinai (5:4, 5, comp. Num. 
10:35). Conditions produced by the op- 
pression (comp. 4:3 and 5:6-8) are re- 
versed (5:11) by victory, highways are 
opened, and unwalled villages repeopled. 
Each tribe but three is praised or re- 
proved (5: 14-18); the confusion of de- 
feat is described (5:19-22); Jael, un- 
der no obligation to come “to the help of 
the Lord” (5: 23-27), is contrasted with 
Meroz, who was; the expectation of the 
enemy (5: 28-30) is disappointed. God 
himself speaks in the song. 


Other Scripture 


1 Samuel 12: 6-11 and Psalm 85: 1-13 
present the moral question and God’s 
viewpoint. 1 Kings 18: 44-46 shows the 
danger from a sudden storm in the Kishon 
valley. 1 Corinthians 1: 26-29 states a 
principle which the lesson illustrates. He- 
brews 11:32 omits Deborah and mentions 
Barak who, “sent on foot into the valley” 
(Judg. 5:15) bravely faced a seemingly 
hopeless task. 


Difficulties 


How could Barak fight a battle and go 
both west (4:16) and northeast (4:22) 
in immediate pursuit? The battle plan, 
rightly understood, removes any difficulty. 
Sisera’s long battle line (4:13; 5:19) 
was broken by Barak’s charge; those flee- 
ing west (4: 16) were pursued by helpers 
from other tribes (comp. 5:14, 15 with 
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4:6, 10; see 7:24), but, as usual, the 
leader is credited with all. Barak and 
his forces followed Sisera in his flight 
(Psa. 83:9, 10). 

The duplicity of Jael is not condoned, 
but God shows his ability to give victory 
by a weak and foreign instrument.

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For Teachers of Children

HE Lord told the tribes of Israel 

that he would go before them and 
fight for them and drive out their ene- 
mies as long as they served the Lord 
as God. But he warned them that if 
they mixed with the heathen nations and 
married into their families, he would 
not fight for them, his anger. would be 
kindled against them and he would bring 
evil upon them. 

You remember the promise the peo- 
ple made before Joshua in Joshua 24: 24. 
As long as Joshua lived the people served 
the Lord, but after Joshua died, and 
all the men that knew Joshua died, the 
people wandered away ftom - 

Ask the class to repeat the first two 
Commandments. All the people in that 
country worshiped idols except the Chil- 
dren of Israel. In all their homes, and 
even on the streets and in the parks, 
they had images carved out of wood and 
stone. 

So everywhere the Israelites turned 
they saw people bowing down to worship 
before idols. Very soon some of the 
Children of Israel began wishing for a 
God they could see, and the next thing 
they did was to bow down and worship 
these strange gods of the heathen. God 
had told them to drive these people out, 
but they mingled with them and took 
up their ways. It was a long journey. 
to the Tabernacle or church at Shiloh 
from some parts of the Land of Canaan. 
Many of the people did not go to church, 
and after they stayed away from church 
for a while they slipped into wickedness. 
People do that same thing to-day. When 
they did evil in the sight of the Lord, 
God took away his power and let their 
enemies rule over them. 

This brought the people to repentance, 
and God called out men to lead them. 
These men were called judges. As long 
as the judge live! and ruled over them 
they served the Lord as God, but when 
the judge died they again forgot God. 

In these five chapters there “were five 
judges. Tell of the victories of each one. 
Othniel (Judg. 3: 10) ; Ehud (3: 209, 30); 
Shamgar (3:31); Deborah and Barak 
(4: 4-24). 

_ During these years Israel’s history was 
sin, punishment for sin, and deliverance 
from sin. Israel suffered for disobedi- 
ence— They began. by “forgetting the 
Lord.” The Lord is a jealous God. He 
punished them for sin. But when they 
turned back to him and cried for mercy 
God sent them one to deliver them, who 
saved them. 

Contrast Israel’s unfaithfulness with 
God’s mercy and grace, and the unbeliev- 
ing world to-day with Jesus Christ, the 
seeking Saviour.

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This map, attractively mounted on heavy 
linen, has in the dollar edition metal 
rolls at the top and bottom, suitable 
for hanging, and is about 23 by 33 inches. 
The outlines and various divisions of 
Palestine, as well as rivers, lakes, cities, 
are sharply marked in strong contrast- 
ing colors, so as to be clearly distinguished 
across a room, and if one wished the 
barest outline of Bible geography this 
map is most attractive. But a closer 
study reveals many unusual features. 
All of the most interesting places in 
the Old Testament and the New are 
clearly indicated, including the journeys 
of Christ. Each of the towns and cities 
visited by Jesus, as mentioned in the Gos- 
pels,— and there are but eighteen of them; 
—are indicated by a red dot. All the 
places mentioned in the historical books 
of the Old Testament are not only 
marked, but in small black type the fact 
is recorded .and the text given.

Investing in Belgium 


T WAS Christmas time in Liege. As 

one of the workers of the Belgian Gos- 
pel Mission sat in his room the door 
epened and in came an old man and his 
wife. They were very poorly clad, but 
neat and clean, and they had come from 
their little shanty in a very narrow and 
dark alley in one of the poorest sec- 
tions of Liege. There was nothing of 
poverty, however, in the radiant faces 
which glowed with the love of the Lord 
Jesus Christ as they brought their offer- 
ings, ten francs for the Sunday-school 
Christmas tree; a green plant for their 
pastor, and two hundred and forty 
francs, all they had in the world, 
for the Mission’s building fund. Only 
a few days before an aged Catholic wo- 
man who had found the Lord in one 
of the tent meetings came with a gift 
of ten francs for the Christmas tree and 
woe hundred francs for the building 
und, 

Does the sacrifice of these old people, 
as they dare, in the face of the troubled 
and uncertain conditions about them, to 
give, out of their poverty, their all, show 
how vital is the need for adequate build- 
ings to carry on the spreading of the 
Gospel in Belgium? Does it not make 
you want to have a share in providing for 
the six new buildings which are sorely 
needed in different parts of Belgium 
where believers are without meeting- 
places large enough to accommodate those 
who would come? 

A building campaign has recently been 
launched by the Belgian Gospel Mission. 
The Directors, Mr. and Mrs. Ralph C 
Norton, with Mr. Georges Collinet, a 
prominent Belgian business man, are now 
journeying through the West presenting 
the needs.
